Wise hasn't started on this par- 
licular phase of his program 
yet but when he does in the next 
few weeks he plans to get a 
floor brooder lamp and raise 
sexed chicks for replacements, 

As soon as chickens are avail~ 
able, Mr, Wise plans to boost his 
flock to 500 hens. His house was 
built to accommodate this num- 
ber, 

It seems that if northeri pro- 
ducers can sell eggs at a profit 
in Alabama, a local farmer with 
the advantages of climate and 
lower freight costs should be in 
an advantageous position.
